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1 . EAST BEIRUT CEASE-FIRE. 

THE EAST BEIRUT CEASE-FIRE CONTINUES TO HOLD. 

DANY CHAMOUN AFTER MEETING WITH PRIME MINISTER AL HOSS ON 
AUGUST 21 TOLD REPORTERS THAT HE WAS "SOMEWHAT OPTIMISTIC" 
AND THAT THERE HAD BEEN AN "IMPROVEMENT IN THE LEBANESE 
POLITICAL SITUATION." 
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2. MORE EXPLOSIONS AT PORT. 

TWO EXPLOSIONS WENT OFF AT MAIN ENTRANCE TO 
PORT AT 1000 HOURS, AUGUST 22, BUT THERE WERE NO 
INJURIES, ACCORDING TO A LEBANESE POLICE OFFICIAL. 

THE PORT REMAINS NOMINALLY OPEN, BUT IS DOING LITTLE 
BUSINESS. 

3. BACHIR ASKS FOR ADF WITHDRAWAL. 

A. ON AUGUST 21 BACHIR GEMAYEL, HEAD OF THE 
UNIFIED COMMAND OF THE CHRISTIAN MILITIAS, CALLED 
AGAIN FOR THE "WITHDRAWAL OF THE SYRIAN FORCES" FROM 
EAST BEIRUT. HE ACCUSED THE SYRIANS OF FAILING TO 
CARRY OUT THEIR SIDE OF THE AUGUST 9 DISENGAGEMENT 
AGREEMENT. 

B. BACHIR ALSO CRITICIZED THE DECISION OF THE LEBANESE 
GOVERNMENT TO SEND AN ARMY UNIT TO SOUTH LEBANON. 
HE SAID THIS WAS "UNNECESSARY SINCE ARMY UNITS ARE 
ALREADY DEPLOYED IN THE SOUTH." (COMMENT: THE 
"ARMY UNITS" REFERRED TO ARE THE REBEL TROOPS LED BY 
SA'AD HADDAD AND SAMI SHIDIAK. END COMMENT). 

4. STILL IN KAWKABA. 
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ABOUT 150 LEBANESE SOLDIERS REMAIN IN THE KAWKABA 
REGION. CHRISTIAN MILITIAS, HOWEVER, HAVE NOT 
SHELLED THEM SINCE AUGUST 7. 

5. FOR THE RECORD: ISRAELI OVERFLIGHTS. 

AT ABOUT 1610 HOURS ON AUGUST 20, THE DAY 
BEFORE THE ISRAELI ATTACK ON BARJ AL BARAJINAH AND 
DAMOUR, TWO ISRAELI FIGHTERS BROKE THE SOUND BARRIER 
OVER BEIRUT. AT ABOUT 1230 HOURS ON AUGUST 21, AFTER 
THE ATTACK, TWO ISRAELI FIGHTERS AGAIN BROKE THE 
SOUND BARRIER OVER BEIRUT.
